As a re- 
sult of tho work conducted by the bu- 
reau of mines nnd the xvisc use of nu 
appropriation of ?1."0.000 made by con- 
gress, the death rate hns boon nlroady 
rodnced to practically one-half what It 
rras In 1007. 


One of the notable achievements of 


the bureau of mines was the demon- 
stration of the fact that coal duft In 
a bituminous mine Is nioro dangerous 
nnd deadly than gns. It had been the 
belief heretofore that ga« or fire damp 
was the greatest menace to the min- 
ers, nnd little attention was given'to 
the accumulation of co.il dust. 
The 


bureau of mines proved to the satis- 
faction of the miners as xx-oll as opera- 
tors that coal dust would explode and. 
unlike fire damp, carried no warning 
with It. The keeping of dusty mines 
•wet, as recommended by the bureau 
of mines, was found to reduce ma- 
terially (he chances of explosion of coal 
dust. 


The number of deaths In the mines 


has been greatly reduced ns a result 
of the testing of explosives under the 
direction of the bureau of mine*. 
In 


the year 1008 the coal mines in the Unit- 
ed States used 2.000.000 pounds of 
short llnme explosives, and at present 
nearly seven times that quantity is be- 
ing used xvith greater safety, due to 
the co-operntion of the coal operators 
nnd the bureau of mines. 


The establishment of nn experimen- 


tal coal mine nt Brucctown, Pn., 
twelve miles from Pittsburgh, Is still 
another notable achleveuiont of the 
bureau of mines. It places the United 
States In advance of other nations with 
respect to this research and experi- 
mental work in mines. Numerous tests 
ire made «t this expertmontnl mine, 
from which many excellent results are 
obtained. 


Still another Important work which 


B conducted under the auspices of tho 
bureau of mines is the rescue of en- 
ombod miners. Siiue the creation of 
he bureau many hundreds of lives 
invo boon snvod.

disaster in Ohio one of the rescue <orps

Tiuio and again men haxe sacrificed, 
the'.r lives In xnln attempts to rescue 
their companions. This unnecessary 
sacrifice of life hns be-on stopped by 
the co-operation of the slate authori- 
ties with the federal rescuers attached, 
to the bureau of rninos. An Investiga- 
tion of ihe fuel resources of the Unit- 
od Stntex is aUo bolng made xxith n 
vl«w of chocking the waste nnd In- 
creasing tho elhcioncy xxith which fuel 
Is ust.-d.
